





In accordance with the terms of the Project Agreement in Rural 
Community Development in relation to improving the health of the 
people it is obvious that the final aim must be to control diseases 
that restrict production, Since these diseases would be ones that 
affect large nunbers of the total population in the area, the first 
thing to do will be to determine these health problema, Control of these 
diseases will also do much to improve the general health of the people, 


STEPS UN CARRYING OUT THE HEALT. AND SANTTATION PROGRAM 


1, The Ministry of Health and USAOM are cooperating in a Malaria 
Survey in Wadi Kiulais, The entomological study will show what mosquitoes 
are prevalent in the area, This survey will be followed by a determina~ 
tion of spleen and parasitic indices which will indicate the incidence 
of Malaria (See attached report), If it is found that Malaria is a 
problem, a control program will be developed and put into operation, 

2. The next step will be a survey to determine the incidence of 
bilharsia, This will be divided into two partes 

(a) Examination of urine and stools from people complaining of 
syuptons of the disease, 
(b) Collection and identification of fresh water snails, 
If the survey proves bilhargia to be a health problem, control measures 
will be instituted, 


3, It is well known that safe water supplies and proper disposal 
of sewage do much to protect people from intestinal diseases, Therefore 
it is proposed that the Ministry of Health and the Health and Sanitation 
Division/USAOM, in cooperation with the local people, undertake a 
program to improve these facilities in the Khulais area, Mr. Skrinde, 
Sanitary Engineer to assist in this program when he is not occupied at 
the Quarantine Station, It is proposed that this phase of community 
inprovement begin with: 

(a) The plan already outlined to the Ministry of Health to improve 
and protect the wells used for drinking water, 
(b) Build sanitary privies for sewage disposal, 

he Since medical care is not readily available to the people in 
Wadi Khulais, consideration should be given to the establishment of a 
small local health clinic, USAOM will be prepared to aid the Ministry 
of Health by furnishing essential basic equipment and supplies for 
such a clinic,

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PLAN FOR HEALTH AND SANITATION 
(1) General Introduction 


It is assumed that this project has been developed to increase the agri- 
cultural production of that area, and therefore not only the main effort will 
be in agriculture, but also all other activities will be pointed toward the 
same goal, Using this premise as a base, it becomes obvious that with limited 
funds the public health work in that area mst have as its first aim the con- 
trol of diseases that restrict production, These diseases would be ones that 
affect relatively large numbers of the total population in the area, and prob- 
ably would be dietary or communicable. 


(2) Proposed Steps to implement the Plan 


Any plan must take into consideration what is available to work with at 
present, and how soon more supplies, equipment, and personnel will be made 
available, At present the Division has one man available for this job - 

Dr, Butler - a parasitologist, who can double as a malariologist ad entomol- 
ogist, If necessary the Division may call upon the malaria control tean of 
the WHO for limited help including personnel and equipment, 


Of course the first thing to do will be to determine the health problems 
which may affect production, Later on a more well rounded health program may 
be developed. Laboratory equipment for the first phase of the work is being 
ordered now. However, this will not delay the starting of the surveys. 


A malaria survey will be started just as soon as we are given the wrd 
to do so. This will consist of an entomological study to determim what 
mosquitoes are prevalent in the area. Secondly, spleen sand parasitic indices 
will be determined which will indicate the incidence of malaria, If it is 
found that malaria is a problem, a control program will be developed and put 
into operation. 


Next and almost similtaneously a survey will be carried on to determine 
the incidence of bilharzia, ‘This will be divided into two parts (1) the col- 
lection and identifying of fresh water snails, and (2) the examination of urine 
from people complaining of having the symptoms of the disease. If the survey 
proves that bilharaia is a problem, control measures will be instituted, 


The next phase of the plan would be to attempt to improve the individual 
water supplies and sewage disposal facilities so that the people will not 
reinfect themselves with water-borne diseases. This work will be delayed 
until a sanitarian arrives or until Mr, Skrinde's work at the quarantine sta- 
tion reaches such a stage that he can leave it for a time, 


If the project becomes sufficiently large to warrant a local clinic or 
a mobile clinic, plans will be made to establish one or the other, 
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Under the provisions of the Commnity Development Project 
Agreement entered into by the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia and the 
Governnent of the United States of America on December 15, 1952, 
it is proposed that the following initial plan of work for agricul~ 
tural development in the Wadi Mmlais ares be adopted and itens of 
services, materials, supplies, equipment and other physical 
facilities set forth below be provided by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and the USAOM to Saudi Arabia for implementing this plan of work 
inmediately. 

Dan_of Work 

1, Establish an Experimental Farm, 

The purpose of this farm will be to improve crop production 
by determining (1) the more desirable food crop varieties adaptable 
to the area, (2) the best production methods, and (3) vays and means 
of effective insect ani disease control, Also, it will be used for 
livestock demonstrations and for a dissemination center of improved 
livestock provided by the Livestock Experimental Station near Jidda, 

Some of the work on the Khulais Farm can be started inmediately 
with personnel and equipment now on hand, such as testing drawiown of 
Well No, 5, selecting experimental farm site, testing s0il for irriga~ 
tion qualities ani plant food, contouring and leveling land, planning 
and constructing irrigation system, irrigating ani planting see’, and 
Placing seed in the hamis of some farmers for testing.

2, Cleaning of Dug Wells, 

Hundreds of dug wells are now in Wadi Khulais from whieh 
farmers draw water for irrigation. Many of these vells have 
aocumlated mich sand and other debris viich roduoss the available 
flow of water and consequently oultivatable acreage, Farmers are 
interested in cleaning these wells but lack equipment for this work. 

Tt 1s proposed that a local team of three persons be trained 
to Clean wells with the use of equipment provided by the Ministry and 
USAOM and that this team and equiymont be made available to farmers in 
exchange for their labor to be used on the experimental farm or some 
other york of community develoment, 

3, Livestock Inprovement, 

Contact farmers ani determine their interest ‘n improving and 
inereaging poultry production, Should there be sufficient interest, 
provide each interested farmer with a cortain mmber of baby chicks 
with the understanding that he will return something in kind as payment 
for the chicks, It is proposed that feed be purchased ami delivered at 
the rate of one pound per chick at the time of delivery, and that a 
supply of appropriate feed be kept on hand et the local suq or at the 
compound where it may be purchased by the farmers until feed is 
available at the sug, Also, it will be necessary to obtain the farmers! 
agreement to provide suitable quarters for keeping the young chicks, 

Under the supervision of the extension specialist, supervise 
the construction of pit silos for farmers vhere there is sufficient 
interest ani the possibility of it being a practical investment for the 
farmer, Hach farm will supply its own construction materials an’ the 
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required labor for all work neoded, 

Tt should be pointed out that the Livestock Experimental 
Station near Jidda will cooperate with the Commnity in obtaining 
purebred sires and the distribution of these to ¢iven places in the 
Commnity. 

Instruct farmers in the control of livestock pests and 
diseases. 

4, Seed Inprovement, 

Provide a wey of distributing improved seeds and plants to 
farmers for paynent in kind or labor, just es soon as tests have been 
made on the experimental farm to determine their production staniards 
and their suitability to the area, 

5, Range Mangement, 

Select a 40 acre tract of Covernent ovned land appropriately 
located in the Vedi Miulais area to be used for experimental purposes 
in determining ways and means of improving vegetation for Livestock 
grazing. This will involve fencing the area and importing seed fron 
other countries where range orops have been grovn reasonably successfully 
wider sinilar climatic conditions, An attempt will be mde to ree 
establish vegetation native to the Khulais area which has been depleted 
during the years past because of overgresing, 

6, Agricultural Training. 

Provide local extension service training to the youth and 
adults of the Xhulais area ani, in the process, attempt to discover 
certain intividuale vho show desirable agricultural aptitudes and 
leadership ability, The purpose of this training would be to assist 
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farmers in solving their om problems as well as to provide aselstant 
agricultural extension vorkers, 
7. Soil Studies, 
Survey ani report soll comiitdons on the major types 
of soils relative to irrigntion qualities, erop adaptation, ond 
plant food defictoncies, Instruct farmers in the use of manures,

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PRELIMINARY REPORT ON THE NEEDS OF HEALTH AND 
SANTIATION WORK DW WADI KHULAIS 


(By J. Miles Butler) 


The following is an account of observations made at Wadi Khulais 
during the months of January and February, 195), ‘This preliminary survey 
was made to ascertain some of the basic health and sanitation needs in 
Wadi Khulaie as designated in the Project Agreement for Rural. Comms ty 
Development Projects Betwoon the Jovernnent of the United States of Anariea 
and the Kingdon of Saudi Arabta, 


Deseription of area: 

Wadi Khulais (about 82 kn, N.E, Jidda) is a large eggeshaped wadi 
about fourteen miles long and six miles wide, not inoluding the long 
narrow canyon extending ite northeast boundaries, In the main flat area 
of the wadi, we counted over 86 dug wells which were used for irrigation, 
If wells further up the canyon were included, we saw over 100 in use. 
This does not include about 100 wells which are not in use or which are 
used for drinking water only, An approximate estimate of the population 
can be made if one used a low figure of 20 houses around each of the 100 
wells in use, giving a total of 2,000 houses, If there were an average of 
five persons per house, the total population in the wadi would be 10,000 
or more persons, 

Since most of the farming is concentrated at the northern ond of the 
wadi, the majority of the population is located in that area, 


The gmall villages around the wells are formed of about 20 huts which 
are similar in general appearance and construction to those in Wadi Fatima, 
except that the Kimlais huts are made of thatched reeds and not palm leaves 
and some mdebrick houses are present. 

In the wadi there is one spring or dibble that irrigates a palm grove 
which 1s situated about six km, east of the souk village, Besides the wells 
and the one spring or dibble there is an enormous amount of open, freee 
running surface water in the canyon, ‘thie open water is abundant in fish 
up to five or six inches (13 to 15 om.) long and other aquatic plants and 
aninals including mosquito larvae and snails, 


Ady of i in : 

Experience has shown that if a eum of money were allotted equally 
to clinical medicine and preventive medicine, preventive medicine would 
be able to help more people and more fully raise the general standard of 
living than the clinical form of medicine, Therefore, the health and sane 
itation needs of Wadi Khulais were viewed, first, as to the possibility 
of controlling the debilitating diseases of the population, and secondly, 
treatment of those diseases which now exist, 

Since we, who are concerned with health, realise that there are 
insufficient funds to accomplish all of the necessary work immediately, 

4 program in a rural area mst be based on a long term plm which will 
give the best results for the money espended and attack those debilitating 
diseases that weaken a population, ite productivity and ite resistance to 
other fatal diseases, - 
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Malaria is one of the debilitating diseases which is considered to 
be such an intensified amd serious problem, that it constitutes a substan 
tial hindrance to the economic development in mmy countries of the world, 
Its redustion in areas where it exists would go a long way toward the 
achievement of self-sufficiency in agricultural production, and a consee 
quent improvement of the standard of living and health of the population, 
Malaria was thus considered as one of the first debilitating diseases to 
look for in Wadi Khulats and, if present, to concentrete on the most econom 
ical means of controlling it, 


Survey, fesults and Recomandations: 
Through the generous support and cooperation of Dr, Shuman of the 
8,40, Ministry of Health with the Health and Sanitation Division of USAOM, 
a spotecheck for malaria was made in Wadi Khulais during January-February, 

195k. 

Malaria infection is manifested by the discovery of the parasite in 
the human Indy, Only the finding of the parasite in the blood or other 
tissues is indisputable proof of the existence of tle infection. 

The following date gives the results of blood films with respect to 
nalaria parasites found in an examination of 91 persons of all age groups. 
Twenty-six persons showed a positive blood film for malaria, or 29 per cent 
(28,57) had malaria, To realise the intensity of malaria in a comamity, 
emphasis is usually placed on the 0-15 year age group, since this group 
has not acquired as mch tolerance or immnity as the older age groups in 
am endemic area, ‘The children seldom or never leave their places of resie 
denee and, therefore, present a more accurate picture of the parasitic rate, 
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Of the Oel5 year old group, a total of 2h persons were exanined and 11 were 
found to be positive, or 6 per cent (h5,05) had malaria, This rate of 6 
per cent in the 0-15 year age group corresponded closely with an earlier 
spotecheck which I made on July 28, 1953, On this date, 1h persons, 15 
years old and younger, were examined and seven, or 50 per cent, were found 
to be positive, 

The possible breeding areas for mosquitoes included the hundreds of 
used and unused wells, the spring or dibble, and all of the open running 
water, Yrom these many different areas, thirteen stations ar places were 
chosen for examination for anopheline larvae. Three species of anopheline 
larvae were collected and identified, Anopheles d'thali was the most com 
non, snopheles sergenti, the next moet cowon, and 4nophelee genblae vas 
the least common but found in both the open running water and a well, In 
a number of places examined, anopheline larvae were found in such great 
nunbers that literally hundreds were present in a few dips. 

With @ parasitic rate of 6 per cent in the O«l5 year old group, wth 
both Anopheles sergenti and Anopheles ganbise present, it is evident that a 
basic malaria survey and control program is needed in the Wadi Khulais area, 

The blood smears from the 91 persons examined for malaria parasites, 
were also checked and found negative for trypanosoma (sleeping sickness) 
and microfilariae (elephantitis). 

In examining the blood filns it was noted that a number of people had 
an inereage in eosinophils above nornal, which is probably due to sone 
intestinal helminthic infection, This possibility of intestinal helminthic 
infection is also supported by the many complaints of those examined, who

stated that they had trouble with their bowel movements and urinations, 
This evidence is sufficient enough to warrant a survey for intestinal hele 
minths and bilharsia when the malaria survey is completed and the malaria 
control wrk has been started, 

It should be noted that malaria has had a long history in Saudi Arabia 
and that the need for Saudi Arabia citisene trained as malaria technicians 
is definitely needed in this country to help in raising its health standards, 
Trained Saudi Arabian citisens would provide assurance of their continued 
service to Saudi Arabia in filling a difficult and needed lifetime work, 
Wisely chosen men should be able to read ad speak Inglish since much of 
the literature on malaria is either written in English or translated into 
English, These men should be regarded with pride during their training, 
which demands the learning of many difficult things, amd in their work, 
which will take then out of their accugtomed city environment to live in 
tents and work in the hot desert for days, weeks, or months at a time. 
These technically trained men should be paid sufficiently and respected 
highly for their work to discourage then from returning to easier jobs in 
the cities, 

If an adequate place can be furnished in Jidda for the laboratory work, 
which includes identifying the mosquito larvae and reading the blood films, 
the Saudi Arabian citisens assigned to work in the laboratory and as field 
inspectors could be trained, while working, by the USAOM staff. If som 
Saudi Arabian citisens are now partially trained in malaria work, it would 
be advantageous to assign then to the project in order that they may receive 
advanced training and, in turn, could assist in the training of others,

Pursuant to the General Agreement for Technical Cooperation 
signed on behalf of the two Governments at Jidda on January 17,1951, 
and at the request of the Government of Saudi Arabla, Rural Comunity 
Development Projects shall be initiated in Saudi Arabia, subject to 
the terms and conditions of the said General Agreement and to the 
terms and conditions of the Program Agreements for Natural Resources, 
Agriculture, iealth, idusation, and Trensportetion and Comunieation, 

The obligations assumed herein by the Government of Saud! Arabia 
will be performed by it through the Ministry of Finance of Saudi 
Arabla, represented by the Minister of Finance (hereinafter referred 
to as the Minister"), The obligations assuned herein by the 
Governnent of the nited States of America will be performed by it 
through the Technical Cooperation Administration of the Department 
of State, an Agency of the Government of the United States of America, 
represented in Saudi Arabia by the (hited States Director of Technical 
Cooperation (hereinafter referred to as the "Director"), 
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Any right, privilece, power, or duty conferred by this 
Agreement upon either the Minister or the Director may be 
delegated by either of then to any of his respective assistants, 
provided thet each such delegation be acceptable to the other, 
Guoh delegation shal) not limtt the right of the Minister and 
the Director to refer any matter directly to one another for 
discussion and decision, 


ARTICLE I 


The purpose of this Agreenent is to stimulate and increase 
the interchange of technical kmovleige and skill between the tvo 
countries and to facilitate the econonic development of Saudi 
Arabla by community development projects in the arene designated 
Wadi Itwad and Wadi Khulais, These areas can include other wadis | 
and are not literal definitions of boundaries, 

The objectives of these development projects, carried on by 
the cooperative action of the tvo Governments, are: 

1, To failitate the development of land and water resources 
in such selected areas by the location of adequate water 
supplies end the drilling of water wells, construction of 
irrigation vorks, the testing and improvement of soils and 
the bringing of new land into eultivetion, 

2, To inerease the efficiency of agricultural production in 
such selected areas by crop and livestock improvenent, 
insect and disease control, better processing and 
marketing, and improved farming methods, 
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3, To improve health conditions, transportation facilities, 
and local eduostional opportunities in sush selected arees 
by establishnent of ¢lintes and prevention of diseases; 
by inprovenent of highways; by vocational training. 

The projects will be planned end undertaken under the supervision 

of the Direetor, with the concurrence of the Minister, 


AGUICLE LT 


The tvo Governments shall mike the following contributions 

to these projects: 

A, The Governnent of the United States of America will pay 
the salaries, cost of travel to Saudi irable and return, 
transportation of personal effects of the 'nited States 
personne] assigned to these projects and furnish the 
necessary vehicles for surface transportation for their 
personne! within Saudi Arabia. The Government of the 
United Stetes of America will also provide housing for 
United States personnel which shall be linited to one 
establishnent por technician either at the site of a 
community development project or at Jidda, 

B, In adiition, the Government of the United States of 
America will meke available $500,000 for these community 
development projects, This own shall be used to provide 
the Uhited States of Amerien's share of the eost of supplies, 
equigaent, fuetiities and services and other fimnétal® 
contributions as are mutually determined to be neosssary 
to further the vork of the projects, 
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Cy The Governmant of Sud Ambia will make available 
$500,000 for these comunity developrent projects. 
This sum, or tte equivalent in kind, shall bo used 
to provide the awit Arablan Goverment's share of 
the cost of loca) personnel, supplies, equipment, 
fastlities and services and other financial 
contributions as are mutually determined to be 
necessary to further the vork of the projects.

All funds made available to the projects pursuant to 
Avtiole ITT, Paragraphs 8 and C, of this Agreement shal 
continue to be available for the Commmity Development Projects 
during the existence of this Agreenent, At the terninstion of 
this Comunity Developnent Project Agreement, any such materials, 
equipment and supplies vhich remain shall be disposed of pursuant 
to arrangenents agreed upon betveon the Director and the Minister, 


The Saudi Arabian Government and the Technical Cooperation 
Administration will exehange certified accounts relating to the 
operation of these projects at intervals to be agreed upon, 
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That portion of the fmds made available by each Government 
for financing these projects and remaining umexpended or unobligated 
for specific purposes at the termination of this Agreement shall 
revert to the Goverment by vhich sush funds vere mde available, 
unless otherwise »rovided by subsequent agreenent, 


ARTICLE Vid 


This Agreement for furl Commumity Development Projests 
shall be affective on the dete of signing and shall remain in 
foros for « pariod of three years or until one month after
